The enquiry for Philipps. ports has con- 
tinued pretty lively, though rates of freight 
hayo not improved, anda fair number of 
settlements is again on record at 25 cents 
per picul. More tonnage appears to be 
wanted for first hulf October delivery, but 
tho available amount of suitable tonnage 
for this particulur branch of business haa 
become much reduced of late, and it is more 
than likely that rates will improve a hit. 

From Saigon to one port N.C. Java, 
several fresh charters huve been drawn at 
tha old rate of 26 cents per pical, and from 
Java to this 20 cents per picul has been 
paid dry and 25 cents por picul wet sugar. 

Rates from Newchwang to Canton aro 

slightly firmer, and up to 26 cents per picul 
has been paid, though the demand is any- 
thing but preessing. From Newchwang to 
Anluy, there is some enquiry at 26 cents 
per picul. 
* Coal rates from Japan ports have con- 
tinued to advance in consequence of the 
difficulty of procuring tonnage for this port, 
and $2 per ton has been paid. Steamers of 
medium ontinue to be wanted.
